T-4, which was much larger than the 
unit which was to follow. For some 
time they met alternately, at Keoma 
and Delroy. Mr. D. W. Powers, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, receiving the first year 
$175.00, and the second $200.00. M. 
D. Keoma No. 249 was the smaller, be- 
ing comnosed of the regular nine town- 
ships.

The Kittiwake, 
a marine bird, had been marked with 
a numbered band in 1938 by a Russian 
scientist working ip the Central 
Bureau for Bird Ringing, Moscow. A 
little more than a year later this mark- 
ed bird was received at Bonavista Har- 
bor Newfoundland, by Dr. Blair, a fish- 
eries expert. of 

TWe previous cases of Kittiwake 
making the Murmansk to Newfound- 
land crossing are on record in the mus- 
eum. One was recovered only three 
months after it had been marked. Ap- 
parently this route, from Northern 
Russia to Newfoundland, is as well es- 
tablished for Kittiwakes as it is for 
convoys. 

@38 Carloads On Way 

Since it was organized a little over 
three months ago, the Canadian Aid to 
Russia Fund has collected cash econ- 
tributions to date amounting to $2,682, 
000. In addition gifts of clothing al- 
ready shipped exceed in value $779,730. 
The gross total to date of subscrip- 
tions to the Fund in cash and goods 
in kind is $3,461,730. 

En route to the Soviet Union now 
are 38 full Canadian railway freizrht 
cars containing clothing blankets and 
medical supplies. Further ordcrs have 
been placed for relief supplies which 
will be shipped primpt'y. All ship- 
ments are transported in Russian 
ships at the expense of the Sovict gov- 
ernment,

@A Kittiwake Gull has made the long 
trip from Murmansk, Russia, to a port 
in Newfoundland, according to a cor- 
respondent of the Royal Ontario Mus- 
eum, Dr. A. A. Blair. The Kittiwake, 
a marine bird, had been marked with 
a numbered band in 1938 by a Russian 
scientist working ip the Central 
Bureau for Bird Ringing, Moscow. A 
little more than a year later this mark- 
ed bird was received at Bonavista Har- 
bor Newfoundland, by Dr. Blair, a fish- 
eries expert. % 

Twe previous cases of Kittiwake 
making the Murmansk to Newfound- 
land crossing are on record in the mus- 
eum. One was recovered only three 
months after it had been marked. Ap- 
parently this route, from Northern 
Russia to Newfoundland, is as well es- 
tablished for Kittiwakes as it is for 
convoys. 

@38 Carloads On Way 

Since it was organized a little over 
three months ago, the Canadian Aid to 
Russia Fund has collected cash con- 
tributions to date amounting to $2,682, 
000. In addition gifts of clothing al- 
veady shipped exceed in value $779,730. 
The gross total to date of subscrip- 
tions to the Fund in cash and goods 
in kind is $3,461,730, 

En route to the Soviet Union now 
are 38 full Canadian railway freicht 
cars containing clothing blankets and 
medical supplies. Further ordcrs have 
been placed for relief supplies which 
will be shipped priumpt'y. All ship- 
ments are transported in Russian 
ships at the expense of the Sovict gov- 
ernment,

BEVERIDGE REPORT 
—— 

OTTAWA— Canada’s “Beveridge” 
report will shortly be issued. It is al- 
ready in the hands of the new commit- 
tee on reconstruction, Dr. Cyril James 
principal of McGill University and 
chairman of an advisory committee on 
reconstruction, when announcing that 
the repor ton social security which is 
the product of many months of careful 
study will be available to the public 
this week, said there is a growing rec- 
Ognition in Canada that the challenge 
offered by problems of reconstruction 
is equal to that of wartime moblization 
in 1940-41. The report reviews the 
various measures of social security al- 
ready in existence in Canada, and 
shows in what fields laws are lacking. 
Of course there is nothing mandatory 
about the report. It is just a guide. 
There is, however, something definite- 
ly encouraging in the approach that is 
being made to the whole subject of re- 
construction. In the first place very 
special attention is being given to look- 
ing after the demoblized soldiers, sea-

Finance— 


As is natural in a democratic legis- 
lature a great many points of criticism 
are raised against the budget which 
embodies the government's policy to 
carry on government affairs in war 
time. Its main features are however, 
matters of fact. The total govern- 
mental costs during the coming year 
will be about $5,500,000,000 of which 
taxation and borrowing will each pro- 
duce one half. The taxation regula- 
tions are laid down in the budget. 
How is the $2,750,000,000 to be raised 
by borrowing? If war savings certifi- 
cates account for $150,000,000, then we 
have still $2,600,000 to raise by loans, 
probably two of them. Well the min- 
ister of finance got $991,000,000 from 
his last loan. Another $300,000,000 
would have made the amount required 
for one of the coming loans if they are 
to be divided into loans of equal 
amount. Of course there is no means 
of telling what the authorities have in 
mind. The National War Finance 
Committee however have on_ thei) 
side the substantial growth in national 
income which has come about by the 
tremendous impetus of war production 
There is also the curtailment of civ- 
ilian spending. There is the control

WARBLE OR HEEL 
FLIES IN CATTLE 


Warble flies affect production in 
cattle in three ways; 1, their terrifying 
effect on cattle as adults when egg lay- 
ing; 2, as parasitic grubs in the body; 
and 3, by the damage done to hides. 

The adult warble or heel flies lay 
eggs during the bright days of summer 
especially in July, on the legs and low: 
er parts of the animal. Eggs are at- 


tached to the hair and hatch in a few 
days. The young larvae crawl along 
the hair, penetrate through the skin, 
and migrate through the body of the 
animal for two or three months and 
then ascend to their final position un- 
der the skin especially along the backs 
of cattle where they bore small breath- 
ing holes in the skin. They can be felt 
in the form of lumps, small at first, 
but which grow and develop for about 
two months and eventually the grubs 
emerge, fall to the ground and ina 
few weeks are transformed to adult 
flies which start the cycle all over. 
To control this pest. the grubs must 
be destroyed when they form lumps on 
the back of cattle. They may be 
Squeezed out and then destroyed, or 
commercial drugs such as derris wash 
may be used with perhaps better re- 


sults. 


At the Kapuskasing Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, states U. Pilon, no 
sign of warble flies was ever noticed 
on cattle before 1929 but some have 
been found every year since 1932. In 
this district, warble grubs start to 
show on the backs of cattle from the 
latter part of March till spring. Cattle 
at this station are treated wih derris 
powder four times a year, the first 
treatment being made around April 1st 
and the others at monthly intervals. 

To clean a district of this pest, all 
cattle owners must co-operate in treat- 
ing their herds, otherwise the untreat- 
ed ones will re-infest the treated ones, 
The treatment costs about 4c per head, 
and in doing so, breeders will have 
healthies herds, better production and 
will help the war effort.

“This fact has an important bearing 
on the industrial future of the west, 
and also manpower problem.” declared 
the minister. 

Alberta’s coal production in 1942 was 
the highest in Canada, and the highest 
tons were produced with a walue of 
$22’562,325. Sales to Alberta consum- 
ers amounted to 1,474,795 tons com- 
pared with 1,335, 606 tons the previous 
year. Shipments were made to Sask- 
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atchewan, Manitoba, British Columbia, 
Ontario and the United States. 
SWINE SURVEY— The number of 
hogs on Alberta farms reached an all 
time record on December Ist, 1942. 
According to the December 1st survey 
conducted by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, there was a total of 2.269, 
700 hogs on farms on that date as com- 
pared to 1,836, 700 head a year ago.

The shortage already has affected many communities . . . total stocks of 
dry wood are nearly exhausted . .. in some places the small supply of green 
wood cut for next winter is being used now to meet-the present emergency. 


Throughout most of Canada, fuel-wood is obtained not far from where it is 
consumed. Its production and distribution are the business of local citizens. 


The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fuel shortage is 
so serious that even with the full co-operation of everyone in affected com- 
munities an adequate supply is not assured. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting those normally engaged 
in its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 


Va subsidy of $1.00 per cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted for and cut on or before 
June 30, 1943, and held to dealers’ account on that date. 


2 The Coal Controller has been authorized to arrange in his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel-wood, particul- 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to contract for fuel-wood at locations outside the area from 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit from 
the Coal Controller before contracting for such supplies. 


3B The Coal Controller will repurchase from dealers at dealer’s 
cost all commercial grades of fuel-wood on which a subsidy 
of $1 per cord has been paid and which are still in dealers’ 
hands as at May 31, 1944. 


@ Assistance will be given in providing priorities for necessary 


§ Farmers now on the farm, and who leave the farm temporarily 
in response to this appeal to engage in fuel-wood cutting, will 
be deemed by National Selective Service to be carrying out 
their regular occupation as farmers and will be given all the 
rights of deferment of military service which such an occupa- 
tion now carries. Such temporary absence should not, however, 

interfere with agricultural production. 


Municipal councils, farmers, fuel dealers, individual citizens, service clubs, 
and all other groups in communities where wood-fuel is burned, are urged 
to begin at once a rapid survey of their local situation, and to take imme- 


diate action to relieve the shortage.

Here, more} clyde, who was educated at Rome and 


is given the credit of being the l/irst 
missionary to his native land at the 
close of the fourth century. It was in 
this type of Scotland that St. Patrick 
was born in the year 387 A. D. at Bon- 
avern, Kilpatrick, on the estuary of 
the Clyde near Dumbarton, Scotland. 
His British name was Cuccat, but his 
Roman appelation was Patricius. 

The willage of Old Kilpatrick still re- 
tains many memorials of this remark- 
able man. Up until the middle ages 
pilgrimages to the birthplace of this 
notable Scotch-Irishman were common 
and frequent. Near the village on a 
wooded knoll is a spring-well, known 
as St. Patrick’s well, “where water, 
clear as diamond spark, into a stone 
basin falls.” 

St. Patrick’s parents were of noble 
birth and belonged to the Christian 
Faith. His father’s name was _ Col- 
purnius. He tilled his own farm which 
was located on the east-side of the pre- 
sent Duntocher Road. He was a 
Briton, the son of a Presbyter anda 
member of the Municipal Council 

His mother was Conchessa, a sister 
of Martin, Archbisho, of Tours, and 
young Patrick was brought up in a 
home with a strong christian atmos- 
phere, though at first he was indiffer- 
ent to his parent’s counsel on spiritual
